white it should be sent back, for it will never make good bread 
She should also notice when working the small piece of dough 


in her tingers whether it shows elasticity the more it is worked 


for that is the most important essential for a good loat of bread 
Should the dough, after being thoroughly worked, lack this 
quanity when it Is gently pu ed as one would a piece ot rubber, 
it should never be used for bread-making. It is the glutinous 
property wl ch gives the flour its greatest value, the gases gen 
erated by the yeast esca . al d the bread is tasteless and gener 
ally heavy when this element is king 

A good bread flour will never make good pastry, as pastry 
flour should possess just the opposite qualities. After the care 
ful selection of your flour, if the fo owing simple rule for bread

Good Things to Eat 


CINNAMON BuNns,—Into a cupful of bread 
dough that has risen the second time, work a 
half cupful of melted butter, a beaten egg, a 
half teaspoonful of baking soda dissolved in a 
tablespoonful of milk, three-quarters of a tea- 
spoonful of powdered cinnamon and a half 
cup of cleaned currants dredged with flour, 
Knead for several minutes, férm into buns; 
let these rise for an hour and bake in a steady 
oven. 

PERFECTION SHERBET.—From a jar of 
raspberry preserves drain one cupful of syrup 
and the same quantity from a can of pine- 
apples. Add one tablespoonful of lemon juice 
and a syrup made by boiling together for five 
minutes one pint of water and one scant cup- 
ful of sugar. When cold add a small teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla and freeze. When quite stiff 
open the freezer and add the white of one egg 
beaten to a stiff meringue with one tablespoon- 
ful of powdered sugar. Work this down 
thoroughly into the mixture, replace the cover 
and finish freezing. Kemove the dasher, re- 
pack and set aside for two hours. 

PRUNE Wutp.—Soak eighteen prunes over 
night and stew tender. Remove the stones 
and chop the prunes toa smooth pulp. Make 
a meringue of the whites of eight eggs and 
seven tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar. 
Beat the prunes into this, turn into a greased 
pudding dish and bake for twenty minutes.
